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THE RECALL OF LORD NAPIER. 


, The following’otter comes from a source, says 
the Boston Advertiser, which gives additional 
importance to its statements, as the writer 
speaks of that which he is in a position to know 
London, Dec. 10, 1858. 

The sudden recall of a British Minister is at 
event of so rare occurence that it cannot pass 
■without its motives being fully canvassed. That 
of Lord N apier has attracted much attention 


here in diplomatic and parliamentary circles. 
When its cause and its consequences are fully 
understood in the United States, it will he a 
source of real gratification to every lover of the 
American Union, and to every true lover of 
mankind ; for it removes all doubt as to the 
position which the British Government intends 
to hold toward the friends of disunion and the 
extenders of Slavery in the United States. 

It is necessary, in order to understand the 
position of things, to go ba'clc some fourteen 
years, to the days of Mr. Calhoun. At that 
time the plan of a dissolution of the Union, and 
the formation of a igreat slaveholding power, 
was presented here by friends of Mr. Calhoun, 
and some words then attributed to Lord Aber¬ 
deen—perhaps incautiously uttered by him— 
are supposed to hayo given rise to the hopes of 
British sympathy, in which Southern politicians 
have so Irequenily indulged. 

At various times these projects have been 
broached to members of the British Govern-1 
meat, and especially ip 1851, when a strong 
deputation of Southern disuukmists was in 
London, seeking for aid and comfort from Great 
Britain. At that time Mr. Abbot Lawrence 
was American Minister, and enjoyed to an un¬ 
usual degree the confidence of the British 
Ministers. The projects of the disunionists 
presented to Lord Palmerston, then Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs, were , by him brought to 
the knowledge of Mr. Lawrence; and the South¬ 
ern embassy, disheartened by the coolness 
which its disunion scheme encountered—and 
„ also Jay the late Of the Lopez expedition to 
Cuba — returued discomfited to the United 
States. 

These schemes were not, however, abandoned, 
and various attempts have been made here 
win favor for them; while the men interested 
in them have sought to produce the belief in 
the Unted States that the sentiment of hostility 
to the extension of Slavery, so dear to the pop¬ 
ular heart of Great Britain, was not shared by 
the Government. During the last Winter, Mr. 
Mason of Virginia, on the floor of the Senate, 
stated as a fact that the British Government 
had changed its opinion on this great question. 
Anything said in so grave a body as the United 
States Senate attracts attention, though prob¬ 
ably not much importance would have been 
attached to the declarations of Mr. Mason, had 
it not been for the known intimacy beween him 
and Lord Napier. An early occasion was taken 
by the British Government to contradict the 
assertions of Mr. MasSn, the Duke, of Argyle 
declaring that he was instructed by her Majr~ 
ty’s Ministers so to do. 

Since-then, British travellers, returning from 
the United States, have spoken with much feel¬ 
ing of the language and course of Lord Napier 
at Washington—of the adoption by him, in 
speaking ol the Republicans, of the low slang 
of the Southern members—and of the almost 
offensive manner in which he made himself the 
gratuitous advocate of the Lecompton Constitu¬ 
tion, and necessarily, therefore, the upholder 
off foe fraud and violence in which it was con¬ 
ceived. This last fact has caused deep and I 
believe universal regret, and has led, m high 
quarters, to expressions even of indignation. 

Lord Napier has found able friends to sustain 
him in his course, they asserting that he has 
only followed the popular current and taken the 
strong side. That the one all-oontroling policy 
of the present American Government is that of 
Slavery extension, and that as a Minister, seek¬ 
ing to maintain friendly relations with that 
Government, it was expedient in' him to flatter 
that policy. 

To this the reply has been: that it was all 
very well for a British Minister to court the 
Government to which bo was accredited, pro¬ 
vided in so doing he did not misrepresent his 
' Own country by sacrificing any of the great, 
principles which it cherished ; that the crimes 
In Kansas were of so atrocious a uature that 
British Minister could in any way become their 
apologist) without degrading his own Govern¬ 
ment ; and one distinguished statesman—him¬ 
self a maker and unmaker of Ministers—declar¬ 
ed that in the whole course of British diploma¬ 
cy no parallel could be found for the conduct 
of Lord Napier; that to find one it was nec 
oary to suppose a case—and that his course 
regard to the Kansas atrocity was, as if Wal- 
sing-ham, the Ambassador of Elizabeth in Paris 
at the time of the St. Bartholomew massacre, 
also a measure of Court policy, had, instead of 
making his hotel a place of refuge for the Prot¬ 
estants, gone about visiting the leaders of the 
assassins, hobnobbing with them, and jeeriflgly 
telling the victims whom he met, that it was, 
after all, but a small matter to have their throats 


The recall of Lord Napier will, it is believed, 
show that the British Government has no part 
with those who are seeking to break up the 
American Union—that it wishes, as the British 
people do, to see that Union prosperous and 
happy, and that its sympathies age with the 
men of pure character and noble views, who 
are laboring to revive the sound doctrines of 
Washington, Jefferson, and Franklin, upon the 
question of Slavery, and to emancipate their 
country from the slaveholding minority which 
has so long exclusively controlled its policy. 

Lord Napier’s facile disposition has made for 
him many personal friends. He will still be 
employed, but on a mission of minor importance. 
His successor. Lord Lyons, is a man of intelli-. 
gence, discretion, and character. 

It may be pardonable here to allude to Lady 
Napier, inasmuch as the wife of a foreign 
Minister is to a certain extent the representative 
of her countrywomen. Of her, no word of com¬ 
plaint is made, and it is believed that she‘has 
never, within the sphere of her influence, al¬ 
lowed herself to be seduced into sympathy, 
either for the disgusting doctrines or the al¬ 
most equally disgusting plantation manners of 
the upholders and extenders of Slavery. 


WASHINGTON ITEMS. 


We find the following items have been trans¬ 
mitted to the Northern journals by the Asso¬ 
ciated Press: 

Washington, Jan. 2.—The Interior Depart¬ 
ment has been officially advised and placed in 
possession of the preliminary terms of the treaty 
with the Navajo Indians. 

Three delegates engaged respectively in pro¬ 
moting the interests of the respective organized 
Territories of Sierra Nevada, Dakotah, and 
Arizona, are now in Washington, and a fourth 
for a similar purpose is daily expected from 
Calona. 

The digest of statistics of manufactures for 
the seventh census will be transmitted to Con¬ 
gress this week. The results are highly interest¬ 
ing, and will tend to facilitate future mvestiga- 
tisns in reference to that branch ,of statistics. 

Washington, Dec. 31.—Late and direct in¬ 
telligence from Havana reiterates that much 
excitement prevails there concerning the Presi¬ 
dent’s message, but affords no basic for the be¬ 
lief that a revolutionary movement is contem¬ 
plated. The general tone of the advices is such 
as to warrant the assertion that the intervention 
of the French Government has not been 
quested for any purpose. 


1 Improvements in Washington.— The vener¬ 
able Mr. J ohn Sessford furnishes the National 
Intelligencer with a statement of the number of 
buildings erected in the city during the past 
year, from which we gather the following par¬ 
ticulars : 

During the past year, 260 new buildings were 
erected in the city of Washington, besides 12 
Shops and 17 additions. Of the buildings, 176 
were of brick, 10 were of four stories, 90 of 1 
three stories, and 50 of two stories in height. 
There are now 9,431 dwellings in the eity> 
which contains a population of 62,973 souls. 
There were laid during the year 24,700 run¬ 
ning feet of pavement. 


Good Prices for Negroes.— There was a 
trustee’s sale of twenty negroes at Fayetteville, 
Tenn. ? on the 1 Itk, at which extraordinary high 
prices were obtained. Tbe sale was for cash, 
and the twenty negroes brought $20,000.50. 

It is estimated that there are always in New 
York from sixty to seventy-five thousand nou-res- 
ideuts, a large proportion of whom consist of; 
business men from every part of the western 1 
hemisphere, and of wealthy pleasure-seekers 
from all parts of the globe. .

Ex-Governor Foote and the President.—

pretext to break up-the Confederacy? We 
shall learn all in a week or two more. I am 
inclined, meanwhile, to think that he can do 
nothing worse or more mischievous than those

A few notorious and unquestionable facts will 
88KVW ce every reflecting mind that Napoleon 
the Third has sfoepr % adopted this programme. 
It is well known that' he is’pledged PR Spain not 
to permit Cuba to be Americanized, anfi that in 
the fete conferences at Madrid England was 
forced to unite jn this pledge. It is believed 
that a part of Sir Willfopf Q-ore Ouseley’s busi¬ 
ness here was to persuade this Government to 
make a demonstration on Cuba, in the vain 
hope qf thrusting upon the United States a war 
with France, which England dared not provoke 
or accept for herself. 

“ Mr. Buchanan was not to be inveigled into 
this false position, and he pf-gbably demanded 
foat England should face her own share of the 
responsibility. Meanwhile, the Cuban Junta, 
composed as it was 8? the mosteminent men of 
the Island, who had held W ftwfi jsqjayed through 
eight years of danger apd sacrifice/ e n at once 
seal up fheir records and formally close their 
revolutionary labors, The leading members 
proceed to London, Madrid, and Paris, and 
after protracted cqnferepces and important in¬ 
terviews with so»e of Napoleerr’s Ministers, ! 
they unanimously renounce the idea qf annexa¬ 
tion. 

“ These able and loffg-swfferiBg patriots did 
not renounce a hope to which they bad so long 
devoted life and fortune without grave and—to 
them at least—conclusive reasons. These 
reasons have hitherto been coqfiped to the 
members of the Revolutionary Junta, and per¬ 
haps three or four of their American friends.” 


Meeting of the Missouri Legislature.—-- 
St. Louis, Dec. 2 $.—The Missouri Legislature 
organized yesterday. Mr. Coffee (Democrat) 
being elected Speaker, the Governor’s message: 
was received and read. The receipts into the 
State Treasury for the past two years have been 
$1,36.1,000, and the expenditures for the same 
period $1,132,000. The Governor hopes that 
additional aid will be granted for the complex 
tion of the Pacific railroad to Kansas city. He 
advises that, instead of selling the roads, to, 
make them pay the interest on the State bonds, 
that measures be taken to secure the faithful 
application of the receipts of the companies to 
legitimate purposes, allowing the roads to be 
worked until their ability to pay is fairly tested. 

The number of public schools in the State 
have increased, in the last three years, from 
1,500 to 3,380. The Governor urges'the estab¬ 
lishment of an Agricultural College. He says 
he has received communications from the Legis- 
latui-es of Maine, Massachusetts, and New 
Hampshire, on the subject of Slavery, of a very 
illiberal character. He has not acknowledged 
their receipt, and will not submit them to tbe 
Legislature, unless they are especially called for.

Prussia, which four 
years ago seemed handed over for an indefinite 
period to the rule of the feudal and philo-Bus- 
sian party, has jiist undergone a revolution in 
all the departments of her Government—the 
Sovereign, the Cabinet, and the Legislature— 
which assures the dominancy of liberal ideas in 
one of the most important portions of the civil¬ 
ized world. 

The recently dominant feudal party finds it¬ 
self suddenly reduced from its pride of place to 
a position similar to that held by the Demo¬ 
cratic party of the United States in Massachu¬ 
setts and Vermont—that of a spiteful, moody, 
and dispirited minority. 

Prussia, which in 1855 was a philo-Russian, 
must now be regarded as a philo-English power.

1 he shame of being sold cannot be 
supported by those who always appreciate their 
existence as a part of a nation to which they 
have ever been assimilated, in habit, religion, 
and customs, and which transmitted to them the 
beautiful language of Cervautes. The Govern¬ 
ment of Spain has not heard and doubtless will 
not listen to an ignominious pretension which 
wounds its sense of decency ; but, nevertheless, 
the first municipality of the Island has believed 
it to be its duty to raise its voice to your Mqjes-

FOREIGN SUMMARY. 


Halifax, Jan. 1.—The steamship America 
arrived here to-day, bringing dates from Liver¬ 
pool to the 18th of December—three days later 
than previous advices. 

The European and American Steamship 
Company is to wind up. 

The Russian nobles are unwilling to emanci¬ 
pate their serf’s, without full indemnification. 

The Emperor of Morocco has given up to 
Spain, without conditions, the officers and sol¬ 
diers captured by the Riff pirates. 

The extraordinary general meeting ofthe At¬ 
lantic Telegraph Company passed off harmoni¬ 
ously. The director's report was adopted. Of 
the whole capital originally subscribed and paid 
iu, there is only £8,000 left in the hands of the 
treasurer. The application made to the Gov- 
ennneut to guarantee the interest in the new 
capital, proposed to be raised to continue the 
experiment, is still pending. 

In regard to the late arrests in Ireland, it is 
stated that the treasonable conspiracies have 
been carried on much further than was at first 
suspected. The Ribbonmen have had daily 
drillings. Their pikes are manufactured in Ire¬ 
land, and they have an abundance of firearms 
imported from America. 

A large body of military have been distribu¬ 
ted in the western portion ofthe county of Cork, 
to prevent' an insurrection, and seventeen ar¬ 
rests have been made at Belfast.

Separation of the Australian Colonies 
from England.— Rev. Dr. Rang delivered a 
lepfore on foe 23d of August, in foe Scots’ 
Church, which was largely attended. The 
speaker advocated, a total separation of the 
Colonies from England, iu view of a war break¬ 
ing out between England and France. He 
refers at great length to the course of the Uni¬ 
ted States in asserting their independence, and 
maintaining it to the end by the force of arms. 

Now, my plan is, says the Rev. Mr. Lang 
during his lecture, simply to anticipate, or 
rather to obviate, all the possibilities or con¬ 
tingencies of war, from any quarter what¬ 
soever, on these Australian coasts, by peti¬ 
tioning the mother country at once to eoneede 
to us, with all necessary guarantees and stipula¬ 
tions, our entire freedom and national inde¬ 
pendence^ and to reqoguiqp foese

The 
Fredericksburg Herald notes an advance in 
prices, and says: 

“ ‘ Contractors on public works are hiring 
men at $150, which affects all other classes. A 
contractor from Kentucky was here a few days 
ago with “ a pile of money ” to buy slaves to 
put on public works in that State. He stated 
that he had paid $10,000 for ten slaves in 
Charlottesville, and wanted still more, for which 
he was willing to pay a like sum.’ ” 


The Severe Shock of Earthquake 
ifornia—Further Particulars.—I t 
ready been mentioned that a severe shook of 
an earthquake was felt at San Francisco, and 
in other sections of California, on the morning 


ofthe 26th of November. The San Francisco 
.HeraM thus describes it: 

“ At twenty-seven minutes before one o’clock 
yesterday morning, our city was visited by one 
of the most violent shocks of earthquake that 
has been experienced since California came 
into American possession. It was preceded by 
a deep rumbling noise coming from the north¬ 
east, which sounded as if heavily-loaded teams 
of wagons were being driven furiously through 
our streets, This was immediately succeeded 
by a premonitqry shock, instantly followed by a 


still heavier one, whioh lasted about ten or twelv 
seconds. An intermission of some five or six 
seconds ensued, when a third shock, much 
heavier and more prolonged than the second, 
succeeded, raising (he fears of our citizens to a 
painful degree. The motion was undulating, 
and from northeast to southwest, and the solid 
earth moved as if suddenly converted into ocean 
waves. The alarm was universal, and anxiety 
was depicted on every face, to know whether 
nature would continue in convulsion or sink 
back to her usual rest.” 


Goop Old Age,—A irs, Rebecca Outright died 
in Upshur county, Va., on foe 5th inst.j at the 
extraordinary age.of one hundred and six years. 
Au obituary of her says : 

“ She was the first white woman who settled 
in the valley of the Buokhannon river, coming 
to Western Virginia when quite young, and 
living with her husband in a hollow tree at the 
mouth of Turkey run, in what is now Upshur 
county. _ The deceased retained all her facul¬ 
ties iu vigor until the close of her long and 
eventful life, and, on the morning of her de¬ 
cease, was caressing one of her great-grand¬ 
children, when, feeling weary, she requested the 
child ‘ to be quiet, while granny would lay down 
and sleep.’
